Wide-Angle Pictures through a Pinhole

Efe astonishing series of pictures of 
Gotham's skyscrapers was made by 
William A. Wallace, New York pho- 
tographer, using a pinhole for a wide- 
angle lens. The pinhole was 0.018” in 
diameter, and was made in a small, 
thin piece of metal by driving a No. 
10 needle through it. The metal was 
mounted near the top of the lensboard 
of an 8x!0 view camera, to avoid tilt- 
ing the camera and still include the 
tops of the tall buildings. 

Since the pinhole image is always 
relatively sharp, regardless of the dis- 
tance from lensboard to film, the pin- 
hole can be used as a lens of vari- 
able focal length. With lensboard 
racked in, it has a wide angle of view. 
Racked out, it gives a telephoto effect. 
You can take pictures like these in set- 
ups where fast shutter speeds are not 
needed, merely by substituting a pin- 
hole for your lens. The average ex- 
posure, with fast film, is about | minute.

generally better lighting engineering have 
yeen factors, too. But the biggest single 
element back of this change is the in- 
reasing speed of film emulsions. Today’s 

eed film has a finer grain than the 
films of yesterday, too, 
enabling us to use smaller negative sizes. 

We would have started tapping our 
foreheads a few years back if you told 
us that the day would come when a brief 
time exposure would permit a picture by 
the light of a 100-watt bulb. But the size 
f the lights we dare use today is being 
reduced steadily. Apart from the arc 
lamp, which is usually employed to 
represent sunlight, the largest single out- 
fit we use often nowadays is a 2,000-watt 
spot with a Fresnel lens. Our big 5,000- 
and 10,000-watt movie spots, the kind that 
ised to distinguish the studio from an ad- 
vanced amateur’s setup, are now collect- 
ing dust in a corner. 

Responsibility for most of our lighting 
now rests on Baby Keg-Lites and No. 1 
and No. 2 Photofloods. Formerly the 
smallest spot we used was a 1,000-watt 
unit. Today, baby kegs fitted with 750- 
watt, 3,200° Kelvin lamps cast a more 
even light (thanks to their Fresnel 
lenses), take up less space, and aren’t so 
pt to overload circuits. The keg lights 
now shoulder the responsibilities once 
entrusted to equipment which was much 
more cumbersome. 

Another Fresnel-lens light which has 
made a place for itself is the Dinky Inkie 
spot. Although it takes only a 100- or a 
150-watt bulb, this little unit bids fair to 
elbow the 500-watt spot out of the pic- 
ture in our work. Not that its light out- 
put is so powerful—but with fast film this 
smaller light source is adequate for our 
purposes. 

The old boom-light was a big, expen- 
sive thing that only movie outfits and 
large studios could afford. The newer 
models are smaller, they accommodate 
the lower-wattage bulbs permitted by 
fast film, and many amateurs can afford 
them. Not long ago I had to shoot a 
scene showing a girl and two adults in a 
kitchen, with a light background. It was 
necessary to use lights directly overhead

photographers begin to scratch their heads for 
Christmas gift ideas. You can make photographic 
calendars with little expenditure of money and time. 
They will be of use to your friends throughout the year, 
and will bring back pleasant recollections every day. 

Such calendars are by no means new. They have been 
used commercially for many years. However, you can 
make your calendars entirely different by choosing pic- 
tures that are of personal interest to the people who 
will receive them. 

The simplest type of photographic calendar is a single 
picture with a small calendar pad attached. The calendar 
could be a picture of your friend's pet, his home, or any 
one of a thousand other subjects. Chances are that you 
will want to work out something more elaborate, how- 
ever, which brings to mind the idea of having twelve 
pictures, each with a monthly calendar sheet attached. yr

Shoal I in High Key 


More amateurs would try this type of picture if they knew how easy it is. 


An instructor in photography takes you through the entire process here. 


NYBODY having a good basic knowl- 
edge of exposure and development 
can tuin out a high-key print. 

Very likely you’ve elways intended to 
teckle one of these pictures, but always 
shied away from it becauce high key is 
supposed to be tough to handle. Well, it 
isn’t. All you need to do is correlate a 
few photographic principles with which 
you're doubtless already familiar. 
Defined simply, a high-key print is a 
light-toned picture in which there is a 
preponderance of highlights and _half- 
tones, and little or no black. It records 
on paper a compressed scale of fully 
graded highlights and halftones. Blacks 
are used as the exception which proves 
the rule. Sparse and careful distribution 
of blacks in a high-key print serves to 
increase the apparent purity and amount 


of light tones and whites by contrast. 

There’s no use trying to make a high- 
key print unless your aim is directed to- 
ward high key when you shoot the nega- 
tive. This calls for such practices as 
dressing your model in_ light-colored 
clothing or covering her hair with a hat 
or a drape if she’s a brunette. Also, you 
must balance your lighting to the needs 
of the print range. The negative should 
be such that dodging, flashing, or other 
manipulation of printing exposure or 
development will not be required. Finally, 
while the finished result in high key must 
be short in scale, it still should be fully 
drawn within its own tonal range. In 
other words, while the scale of contrast 
should be a short one, there must still 
be all the modeling and gradation pos- 
sible within that range. 
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In order to put these principles to ac- 
tual use, let’s set uv for a high-key por- 
trait and follow the entire procedure 
through from beginning to end. 

First youll need a pure white matte 
background. This can be made by mount- 
ing canvas or muslin across a stretcher 
frame and painting or spraying it with 
cold water calcimine or paint. The next 
requirement is at least four floodlamps in 
reflectors. You can do a lot with these 
four, by moving them toward or away 
from the subject or background. Addi- 
tional light sources will serve no purpose 
beyond that of increasing the general il- 
lumination, unless you have access to 4 
spotlight. The latter can be put to ex- 
cellent use in highlighting the hair or as 
a rim light. 

Your model, of course, should be 2 
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Shadows like those in this glassware shot

beautiful, slim, gay, effervescent, hazel- 
eyed, platinum blonde, with even, pearly 
teeth. It may be somewhat difficult to 
locate a lady answering this description 
right off the bat, but you can do a good job 
with a substitute.

With reference to mekeup, try to use 
omething on the order of Max Factor No.

A thin 
ipplication of brown eye-shadow, a spar- 
ing use of brown eyebrow pencil, and 
ome mascara will work wonders, too. 
Lighter shades of foundation and powder 
will lose gradation in the delicately- 
balanced light required for high-key

work. If the arms are not covered with 
long sleeves, a liquid foundation of the 
same shade as the powder will do very 
well. 

The diagram accompanying this article 
illustrates the proper lighting setup for 
obtaining good modeling and an even dis- 
tribution of light within the picture area. 
A boomlight, used as a 45-degree angle 
top light, is best for establishing strong 
values on forehead, cheekbones, nose, and 
chin, although a regular flood on a stand 
(about 7 ft. from the floor) will do a good 
job. The second front light is used for 
fill-in or pickup purposes in the shadow 
areas, where the light intensity should be 
anywhere from 14 to % that of the high- 
lights. Don’t trust your vision to estab- 
lish this relationship between highlights

BUILD 
Versatile Contact Printer

This home-made accessory will help 
you get better contact prints.

ERE is a handy printer that you 
H can build yourself at a cost of 

only a dollar or two. It will help 
you make better contact prints, and will 
do seven other photographic jobs. 

This accessory was originally built to 
make photo-reflex copies of printed or 
written matter, but its design makes it 
suitable for several other uses. Since it 
was constructed, it has been employed as 
a regular contact printer, a’ printing frame 
for making blueprints, a print press, a 
floodlighting unit, a retouching stand, a 
copyholder, and a self-illuminated back- 
ground for photographing small objects. 

The dimensions can be varied to suit 
individual requirements. To permit copy- 
ing legal-size papers by the reflex method, 
a printing area of 9x16” was chosen. This 
determined the rest of the dimensions. 

The light box was made of %4-inch ply- 
wood, 12” high, 1342” wide, and 18” long. 
The printing head and platen were made 
of %4” plywood. Heavy plate glass was 
mounted flush with the top, as shown in 
the accompanying illustrations. 

Sponge rubber or felt makes good pad- 
ding for the platen. Getting it smooth 
is an important part of construction, for 
it must give contact over the whole sur- 
face for sharp prints. The platen is made 
of two pieces of wood hinged together, 
and this assembly is hinged to the print- 
ing head. The screws are not tightened 
completely, to permit applying even pres- 
sure over the entire surface when maga- 
zines or other thick originals are being 
copied. 

Instead of pressure springs, two 3-inch 
lengths of rubber gas hose were tacked 
to the platen where the pressure lever 
compresses them. A spring cabinet latch 
was screwed to the under side where it 
engages a screw-hook that has been 
straightened then bent to form an “L.” 
This screw is adjustable so that the pres- 
sure bar locks the platen to the printer 
head and applies even pressure. A short 
length of small chain was attached to the 
pressure bar and the platen front to raise 
the platen. The entire printer head as- 
sembly rests on the four corner posts of 
the light box, and is easily lifted out. 

A frame of 114-inch pine was fastened 
inside of the light box about 4” below 
the top. This serves to hold the material 
used for diffusion. A sheet of tracing 
cloth bound between two sheets of glass 
gives perfectly even light. For reflex 
copy negatives, a yellow filter is needed. 
One that is perfectly satisfactory can be 
made by binding a sheet of yellow cello- 
phane between two sheets of glass the 
same size as the diffusing screen. 

Three lights are used, two for printing 
and one as a pilot light. The printing 
lights are wired to a wall toggle switch 
mounted on the front of the printer, and 
the center socket is wired ahead of the 
switch so that the pilot light burns con- 
tinually. Two 75-watt lamps give ample 
light for printing and a 7%4-watt red 
bulb is sufficient for the pilot light. A 
coat of aluminum paint inside of the 
printer improves the illumination. 

Copies can be made by the photo-reflex 
process using any contrasty photographic 
paper, but better results are obtained by

'W people can remember when the 
first hand cameras were placed on 
the photographic market. Even fewer 

realize that some of the designers of these 
ancient boxes are still alive. Most of us 
assume that hand cameras have been in 
use for so long that their inventors long 
since became excuses for tombstones. 

You will be greatly surprised, therefore 
(as I was), to discover that the originator 
of the first hand camera (intended for 
use without a tripod) * is still very busy 
designing cameras. So busy, in fact, that 
it never occurred to him that you and I 
might be interested in his remarkable 
career. 

He is Carl Bornmann, a cabinet maker 
by early training, who went to New 
Haven, Connecticut, one hot summer day 
in 1887. A black-haired, eighteen-year 
old boy, he intended merely to visit with 
an older sister before looking around for 
his first full-time job. But before Carl 
had been in New Haven a week, he was 
offered employment by the Scovill and 
Adams Company, which at that time was

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developing a market for cameras. Carl 
took the job and has never left it, al- 
though the ownership of the company has 
changed hands several times, resulting in 
what now is known as Agfa Ansco. 

On that morning in 1887, Carl knew 
little about photography, and perhaps less 
about cameras. Hence, the cameras he 
saw on his first day at Scoville and Adams 
were as much an oddity to him then as 
they would be to you or me today. He 
says they were immense, box-like instru- 
ments in comparison with present-day 
equipment, and that the most popular 
size required 8 x 10” plates. It was com- 
mon to use still bigger sizes which ac- 
commodated plates 25 x 30” in size. If 
big pictures were needed, it required big 
plates, because all prints were made by 
contact. Enlarging was unknown at that 
time. 

Only mahogany was used for camera 
construction. It permitted a beautiful 
finish. Each camera was equipped with 
extension tracks and a rising front. In 
addition, each had a double-swing back, 
operated by a system of worm screws and 
racks. As a matter of fact, these vener- 














able boxes differed little from the studio 
and view cameras of today, except they 
were larger in size. When someone asked 
for a horse and wagon to transport one 
of them, he wasn’t kidding. It took a 
horse and wagon. 

Other mechanical features of these big 
cameras involved the use of wet plates. 
Dry plates were just coming in, but they 
were still looked upon with skepticism by 
many photographers. By the time a wet 
plate had dried it lost much of its sensi- 
tivity, so they were used wet, being placed 
on edge in the camera during exposure. 
And when the wet plate was up-ended 
this way, the surplus sensitizing solution 
dribbled down to the bottom and thence 
onto whatever surface was below it. 

This condition required unique plate- 
holders. Special contraptions were built 
to hold one plate at a time. These de- 
vices were provided with adjustable rails 
for different-size plates. To the bottom 
rail was attached a trough, made of pitch 
pine. The trough was filled with absorb- 
ent cotton to act as a sponge for the solu- 
tion which ran down into it. Back in the

unrelated material 
which has crept in. 
The bicycle is a 
definite distraction, 
as is the small boy walking out of the 
picture at the left. The tall boy standing 
on the bridge is quite far from the center 
of interest, and forces you to use a tall, 
narrow composition which is seldom em- 
ployed when it can be avoided. It would 
have been better to remove these distrac- 
tions by moving the bicycle, waiting until 
‘he small boy was completely out of 
range, and asking the tall boy to move 
out of the picture or posing him with the 
other two. This would have made the 
real story that is told by your photograph 
much more apparent, as the artist’s 
sketch reveals Try to eliminate ele- 
ments that are likely to draw attention 
from the main parts of your pictures.

filter. It lacks the dark sky and deep, 
contrasty shadows characteristic of in- 
frared shots. This probably is why you 
sent it in for criticism. While it is im- 
possible to tell for certain from your 
print, the picture appears to have been 
taken on a day when the sky was slightly 
overcast, with no clear blue showing any- 
where. This would account for the light- 
ness of the sky, and for the detail in the 
shadows. While a red filter generally is 
recommended for use with infrared film, 
an orange one will produce equally satis- 
factory results. Both hold back the blue 
light, which is what counts. But you 
can’t expect to get striking effects with 
infrared on days when the sky is gray 
and there is little contrast in the natural 
lighting. 

H. M., Brookville, Ind.—Well balanced 
lighting is shown in your home portrait. 
In fact, the lighting is a bit too even to 
show good modeling in the features of 
your subject. There are few shadows on 
the face—instead, it is almost all lighted 
to the same degree of brightness. It 
lacks delicate shadows which provide 
the only means of reproducing the dif- 
ferent planes of a face on a flat sheet of 
paper. When you arrange a portrait set- 
up, it is best to select the one main light 
that you want and place it at the best

angle. Then use additional illumination 
to fill in the shadows if you wish, but be 
careful not to build up the shadows until 
they are as bright as the highlights. 
Some photographers will argue that the 
main light source should be placed first 
and then the fill-ins. Others maintain 
that it is better to provide general, over- 
all illumination first and then turn on 
the main light. It seems to make little 
difference which way you do it, but it is 
important to keep one light dominant if 
you want to show good modeling in your 
portraits. For an example of a well- 
lighted portrait, see the prize-winning 
picture on page 63. 


H. D., Livingston, N. Y.—You have 
done a fine job in posing these pets, and 
have taken a picture of which you can be 
justly proud. The subjects stand out 
against the simple background, and your 
print is nice and sharp throughout. The 
only improvement we can suggest is that

it might have been a bit better to have 
the dog looking toward the camera as 
well as the two cats, or to have all three 
of your subjects looking off to one side. 
If the attention of all three were focused 
on the same point, the picture would gain 
in unity and would put across their 
friendship a bit better. It is hard to get 
one animal to pose in just the right way, 
let alone three, and you have done well 
to catch both the cats looking directly 
toward the camera.

R. P., Pawling, N. Y.—You have a good 
outdoor flash picture here. Our only criti- 
cism is that a person would never guess 
it was taken in sunlight unless he saw 
the accompanying technical data. You 
can get some fine effects by using syn- 
chronized flash in sunlight, but you have 
to use care in balancing the flash with 
the natural illumination or the effect of 
one or the other may be lost. The ex- 

osure of 1/100 second at f 16 with flash- 

ulb at the camera made the flash so 
much stronger than the daylight that the 
shot appears to have been made at night. 
There are three ways in which you can 
control the relationship between natural 
and artificial lighting in a setup like this 
—by using bulbs of different sizes, by 
changing the distance from bulb to sub- 
ject, and by selecting exposures which 
make use of more or less of the flash. 
You could have made the daylight effect 
more prominent by using a smaller flash- 
bulb, by placing the bulb farther back on 
the extension, or by using a slow shutter 
speed below 1/50 second. Exposures 
longer than 1/50 second catch more day- 
light because they keep the shutter open 
after the bulb has been fired. You can’t 
get more flash than the total output of 
the bulb, regardless of how long the ex- 
posure is, but you can get more and more 
daylight. Control the relationship be- 
tween flash and daylight by any of these 
three methods when you are taking pic- 
tures outdoors in the sun. You will get 
some striking effects that cannot be ob- 
tained with either daylight or flash alone.

Negative Sponge Device 

Se just a few cents, anybody can 

quickly construct an almost foolproof 
device for removing the excess water 
from negatives which are being hung up 
to dry. A trouser- 
hanger and a vis- 
cose sponge are the 
main requisites for 
the gadget, a photo 














of which is shown 
herewith. 
First remove the 
sliding clasp from 
the hanger. Then, 
take a viscose ——— 


sponge of the de- 
sired size, and cut it 
lengthwise _ in 
halves, using a sharp knife for the pur- 
pose. Fasten each half to the inside of 
one of the wooden clamps of the trouser- 
hanger, by means of rubber cement. 
When this is done, you can cut off the 
ends of the wooden clamps if they extend 
past the sponge. In use, the sponges are 
dampened and then are passed down the 
film. A gentle pressure should be em- 
ployed.—Albert F. Snyder, Camden, N. J.

Holder for Dusting Brush 

S every photographer knows, a camel 

hair brush is indispensable in the 
darkroom for dusting negatives, negative 
carrier, and enlarger lens. If the brush

Slide Projector Serves 
as Miniature Enlarger 
HOSE who do most of their work 
with film sizes larger than Bantam 
or regular 35 mm dimensions still may 
have occasional use for a miniature en- 
larger. Perhaps you do your Kodachrome 
work in 35 mm size, and occasionally 
want to make enlarged black-and-white 
negatives or direct positive prints from 
certain slides. At such times a miniature 
enlarger to supplement your regular en- 
larging equipment would come in mighty 
handy. And if you've got an ordinary 
miniature slide projector, you’ve got an 
emergency miniature enlarger. 
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Horizontal enlarging with slide projector. 


Although the projection lens fitted to 
the average slide projector is not ground 
to sufficient precision for printing needle- 
sharp enlargements, the projector can be 
converted easily with a simple adapter 
like the one to be described. At a sec- 
ond-hand store or elsewhere, pick up 
an old camera having a reasonably good 
f 7.7 lens. A useable outfit shouldn’t 
cost more than a dollar or two for lens 
and camera. Remove the lens, and fit 
it into a brass tube which will slide back 
and forth in the lens mount of the pro- 
jector. Even a stiff cardboard tube can 
be used if you can find one of the right 
diameter. A printing frame will serve 
well enough for your easel, or the paper 
can be tacked to the wall for bigger 
prints.—Nestor Barrett, San Jose, Calif. 


Hint for Mounting Snapshots 
A“ easy way of keeping snapshots in 
orderly array in an album is to use 
transparent cellulose tape for the pur- 
pose. Simply place a print face down 
and apply a strip of the tape along the 
top edge, half on the photo and half off. 
Then turn the print face up, fold the ex- 
posed portion of tape under, and press 
the picture in position on the album page. 
The tape acts as a hinge so the print 
can be lifted easily and information can 
be written on the back if desired. The 
pictures can be mounted singly or in 
rows (one under the other) to save space. 
If you're sure you won’t want to get at 
the under side of a photo you can mount 
it at the bottom with tape, also—P. E. 
Harder, Minneapolis, Minn. 


Renovating Bottle Caps 

HE metal screw-on bottle caps some- 

times used on amber bottles have 
an inner lining of cardboard or other 
fairly perishable material. When pho- 
tographic solutions are stored in the bot- 
tles this cap-lining begins to disintegrate 
and drop off after a while, and the inner 
metal surface of the cap rusts or cor- 
rodes. This not only impairs the efficiency 
of the cap, but can have adverse effects 
on the solution in the bottle. 

To prevent this trouble, I remove the 
cardboard disc from the inside of the 
cap, and use it as a pattern in cutting a 
piece of rubber from an old inner tube. 
Then I clean out the top of the cap with 
alcohol, wash it thoroughly, and _ insta!! 
the rubber disc. A tight seal is thus 
formed, and the solution in the bottle i 
kept away from the metal cap.—Frank J.

Camera Crossroads of the World 
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Pree gen of the RAF are con- 
tinually working on one big news 
picture that we would like to see. It isa 
gigantic photographic map of the Ger- 
man-held channel coast, showing gun 
emplacements and concrete forts. Infra- 
red films have recorded the story of 
Britain’s own air-blitz on this coast by 
night and in rain and fog. Even German 
emba! ation exercises have been photo- 
graphed. 

The boys who make dozens of shots on 
an assignment would have to cut down 
on their shooting if they were toting cam- 
eras in England today. The head of a 
London news picture agency here re- 
ceives reports from his office that there is 
a growing shortage of films and bulbs. 
Lenses also are said to be scarce, and the 
news photographers are warned to take 
the very best care of them. 

Covering a war is no picnic, as evi- 
denced by reports of a reliable source, 
recently returned from German terri- 
tory. He says that 82 members of the 
Nazi propaganda corps were lost on the 
Eastern Front in less than two months of 
warfare. The casualties included 15 pho- 
tographers, 29 war correspondents, five 
film operators, 27 technicians, four broad- 
casters, and two cartoonists. The soldier- 
reporters and soldier-photographers are 
usually up where the fighting is thickest.

HERE’S more zip to the pictures we 

have been receiving from England 
since Brendan Bracken replaced Alfred 
Duff Cooper as Minister of Information. 
The recent shots are a relief from the 
usual run of tanks, guns, and planes. One 
such picture showed harvest hands bring- 
ing in a load of grain, led by an accordion 
player. Another showed a group of sol- 
diers in a London street, clustered hap- 
pily around a hurdy-gurdy. Bracken is 
a conservative, a political protegé of Mr.

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The ABC of Movie Lighting 
by Sidney A. Diamond 


Home movie makers are too apt to let backgrounds 
go dark. Here’s how to light the whole scene evenly. 


HE number-one fault in the interior 
cote of amateur movies is irregu- 
lar lighting. If you have ever seen a 
photograph of a Hollywood studio in ac- 
tion, you probably recall the many light- 
ing units directed at the actors from nu- 
merous angles. Of course, a fellow can’t 
cut the ceiling out of his living room to 
install a system of overhead catwalks, but 
the Hollywood example suggests the ne- 
cessity for giving some thought to the 
problem. 

Naturally, no rule or system of lighting 
can be said to be universal in its appli- 
cation. There are times when you should

strive for unusual lighting, especially in 
the case of closeups. Putting a charac- 
ter’s head against a dark background and 
then lighting the face from an angle will 
produce an air of mystery which can be 
obtained in almost no other way. But 
instances of this kind are exceptional, and 
you should try to throw adequate illu- 
mination over every part of a scene, gen- 
erally. 

The fundamental defect in an amateur 
indoor scene results from a tendency to 
light the main figures and let the rest of 
the field of view take care of itself. This 
causes large shadow areas, particularly as 
the light falls off toward the rear of the 
scene. 

The most satisfactory method is to light 
the scene in two steps. .The one you 
choose to do first is purely a matter of 
personal preference. Starting with all 
lamps turned out, the entire field of view 





should be illuminated with an even flood 
of light. Each part of the room included 
in the shot ought to give approximately 
the same meter reading. This should be 
high enough to register on the film at 
your working lens opening without un- 
derexposure. 

It is not essential to purchase extra 
lighting equipment for this purpose. 
Most homes have ceiling fixtures. A 
cluster of floodlamps replacing the reg- 
ular bulbs in this fixture is extremely ef- 
ficient, particularly if your ceiling is 


painted white. Simply be careful to use 
an adequate lens shade, and avoid get-

ting the lamps themselves into the field 
of the lens. 

Again starting with all lamps turned 
out, light your main characters and props 
for accents and modeling. Spotlights are 
the most efficient devices for adding 
“punch” to a scene, but satisfactory re- 
sults can be obtained with ordinary flood- 
lamps in reflectors. 

The idea again is to make certain that 
there is sufficient light on the subject to 
take a picture, and also that it comes 
from the right angle to give the effect 
you want. Meter readings should be 
taken, particularly on faces and signifi- 
cant props. 

When you are ready to shoot the ac- 
tual scene, turn on both sets of lights 
The overall illumination becomes 4 
basic light which insures proper exposure 
of the entire scene. The individually

Action Before Camera 


T is common practice, in filming a se- 

ries of movie sequences, to start the 
camera for each scene just before the 
action commences. Then the unwanted 
portion of film at the start of the scene 
is cut out to make it start at the proper 
place.

Assemble the props and start the actors 
on their routine. Then begin shooting. 


There are times when this is good prac- 
tice, but for the most part you can get 
better movies by starting the action first 
and then starting the camera at the right 
point. This procedure saves film and 
avoids splicing. Here is a practical way 
to film the sequence without excessive 
cutting. 

After the scene is set and the shot has 
been rehearsed, all is ready. The director 
calls for lights . . . action! He waits for 
the moment when the scene cuts into the 
one that has preceded it, and then starts 
the camera. This makes a smooth jump 
from one scene to the next without need 
for a splice. 

If the actors muff the scene, of course 
there is nothing to do but take it over and 
splice in the new take. But retakes will 
cause far less splicing than starting the 
camera before the action in every scene. 
In Hollywood they can adhere to the 
practice of starting the camera before the 
action because of laboratory processes 
which cover up any hint of a splice, but 
you will want to avoid cutting the film 
whenever you can. 

Have your actors repeat the last few 
moments of the preceding scene before 
going on into the new one. This will give 
you a chance to time the starting of the 
camera accurately.—H. William Moore,

Blue Kodachrome Titles 
ERE is an inexpensive short cut for 
making blue titles to be photo- 
graphed on Kodachrome. They will make 
interesting titles for your color movie 
reels—far better than ordinary black- 
and-white ones. 

The procedure is simply to expose a 
negative suitable for the background pic- 
ture on sensitive blue-print paper of the 
desired size. After this has been de- 
veloped, letter the titles with a solution 
of baking soda. A teaspoon to a cup of 
water will be about right—the propor- 
tion is not important. The soda solution 
will bleach out the blueprint paper, giv- 
ing white letters which stand out clearly 
on the blue _ background. — Elizabeth 
Johnson, Norman, Okla. 


Making Night Scenes 
ERE is a simple way to get interest- 
ing outdoor night scenes in your 
home movie productions. 

The desired scenes are taken in the 
same manner as your ordinary daylight 
shots, except that a heavy yellow filter is 
used. This will darken the sky and give 
sharp contrast to simulate moonlight. If 
there is very much sky included in any 
of the scenes, cut the exposure by about 
half a stop. 

To complete the effect, the developed 
positive of each night scene is toned in a 
single-solution blue toner. Allow plenty

ami for ten of the past twelve years, and 
have had some of the biggest breaks pos- 
sible—both good and bad. 

Despite the great improvements in 
cameras and films during the past few 
years, the most difficult pictures to secure 
are those of airplane formations. We've 
tried dozens of them in Miami, and de- 
spite every possible precaution some- 
thing almost always seems to go wrong. 

I remember one particular idea we 
worked on for quite a time. It was to be 
an aerial smokescreen salute to the Flor- 
ida Special, making its initial run be- 
tween New York and Miami with Diesel 
electric engines. Shooting from the air 
was nothing new, but the smokescreen 
idea was different. We chartered a fleet 
of smokescreen planes to fly at a low 
altitude over the train for the last 40 
miles of the trip. The setup called for 
much rehearsal, matching train and plane 
speeds, and a host of minor technical de- 
tails. 

When the day came, up we went with 
four smokescreen planes and two camera 
ships. We picked up our target zooming 
along at 60 miles per hour, a shimmering 
silver ribbon rolling over steel rails some 
1000 feet beneath us. The camera planes 
shied off to each side of the roadbed, and 
the smoke planes took their positions in 
a single column covering the full length 
of the train 

A ribbon of smoke poured from each 
plane, and cameras went into action. 
Then the leading ship hit an air pocket 
and bounced sharply. The planes behind 
it broke formation and scattered at dif- 
ferent levels. By the time they got to- 
gether again the train was a mile ahead—

He walked into my Miami 
office and said he would do any stunt I 
could think of for pictures. Now, I’ve 
seen stunt men galore, and know you can 





count on them to come through. This | 


fellow was a newcomer, but we went to 
a great deal of expense setting up a story 
to use him. 

“Will you do a handstand on the wing 
of an airplane?” I asked him without 
batting an eye. 

“Sure, it’s a cinch,” he replied, and I 
went to work lining up planes for news- 
reels and still cameras. 

I hadn’t the faintest notion of how long 
my stunt man would stay on his hands

in the air. He might tumble at the first 
attempt, and break an arm or a leg. The 
job represented an investment of some 
$500 for plane hire alone. Finally all the 
details were ironed out and we took off. 
In a few minutes we were over the city. 


What a break! My man performed 
beautifully and the movie cameramen 
ground away. The still photographer 


piled up holder after holder. An hour or 
so later I was back in my office, satisfied 
that we had a swell set of pictures. Then 
the phone rang. It was my cameraman, 
urging me to hustle over. 

When I got there he looked as though 
he'd seen a ghost. He could hardly speak. 

We'll have to do the whole job over 
again,” he whispered. 

“Why,” I asked, feeling ready to fall 
through the floor. 

“Well, I brought along 
holders that were empty,” he said. “I’ve 
been shooting all afternoon without a 
sheet of film in the camera.” 

I could have committed murder right 
then and there, but there was nothing 
else to do but stage the thing over. 
Fortunately, it worked out as well on the 
second take. The cameraman and I both 
checked the holders that time.

It offers lots of opportunities 
for good pictures, and you can always 
shoot more negatives from different angles 
than on an aerial job. 

Last winter, just to add variety to the 
aquaplaning picture fare, we built the 
largest aquaplane in the world. It was 
20 feet long and 12 feet wide, and carried 
12 riders, a snack bar, a play deck and a 
sun deck, and chairs at the stern for 
those who wanted to go fishing. 

A fleet of speedboats hauled it along at 
a leisurely 12-mile pace, but on three dif- 
ferent occasions we thought the whole 
outfit was going to sink in Biscayne Bay. 
But the boats stepped up their speed, the 
nose of the aquaplane rose out of the 
water, and we were able to get some fine 
shots of the goofiest craft ever seen in 
Miami waters. 

There is scarcely a spot in Miami that 
doesn’t lend itself to amazing pictures, 
though oversize aquaplanes aren’t found

on every beach. The Dade County Park 
Commission recently completed work on 
a new municipal bathing beach known as 
Matheson Hammock, just a few miles 
outside the city. This is a typical south 
seas island atoll, sheltered on three sides 
by breakwaters and planted with an 
amazing variety of tropical flowers. There 
are unlimited opportunities for still-life 
shots, and you won’t want to pass them 
up if you’re shooting in color. 

The famous monkey jungle just south 
of Miami is another amazing paradox. 
The monkeys run wild, and the specta- 
tors are caged—but you can shoot right 
through the bars and get some amusing 
photographs. 

Nearby is the tropical bird farm, which 
is another paradise for Kodachrome en- 
thusiasts. At Hialeah Park, the world’s 
most beautiful race course, you'll see the 
largest flock of flamingoes in captivity. 
The unbelievable pink of their plumes is 
very striking in natural color. 

There are hundreds of natural photo- 
graphic subjects around Miami. The fine 
lighting makes it a cinch to get good pic- 
tures. We hope we'll be seeing you down 
in Miami this winter.—fe

E thought you'd like to know some- 

thing about the leading prize-win- 
ners in our 1941 PopuLakR PHOTOGRAPHY 
Picture Contest, and what they look like.

Dr. Irving B. Ellis, of Piedmont, Calif., 
whose appealing picture entitled “Lady 
in Distress” took first prize in black-and- 
white, has been taking pictures for about 
ten years.

K. E. Shaffer, of Christmas, Arizona, 
spent 8 months in setting up his picture, 
“Lifeblood of Industry,” which takes 
third prize in black-and-white this year. 
That sounds like a long 
time, but he really 
worked out the desired 
effect in great detail be- 
fore he felt the thing was 
right. And when he 
finally was ready to 
shoot, his model couldn’t 
be on hand. So he mod- 
eled for himself. Shaf- 
fer’s been seriously en- 
gaged in amateur photography for two 
years now and is a power superintend-

ent for the Christmas Copper Corp., in 
Gila County, Arizona. The venerable 
view camera with which he shot the 
prize-winner dates back to about 1900, 
Shaffer having picked it up a couple of 
years ago for $5. 


First prize in the color class this year 
went to Thomas P. Lake of Skokie, IIl., 
who uses his pictures a good deal in il- 
lustrating the magazine articles he writes. 
“Glacier Cave” was 
taken on Kodachrome 
inside an ice cave on Mt. 
Rainier. The famed 
peak, by the way, 
was the subject of many 
of our color entries this 
year, but we feel that 
Lake picked the most 
unusual angle and han- Lake 
dled it very capably. The 
exposure problem was complicated by a 
number of factors, as can be seen by 
studying the picture. It’s on page 19. 
Lake has been taking pictures for several 
years, and has a Graflex and a Speed 
Graphic, doing most of his present work 
with the latter. 





Avery Slack, of New York, who won 
second prize in color for his Kodachrome 
entitled “First Love,” is a well-known 
illustrator. He very nearly went on the 
concert stage, having 
studied the violin for 
several years, but he 
finally took up photog- 
raphy because, as he 
puts it, “I found it more 
interesting.” His articles 
and pictures have ap- 
peared in PopuLtar PHo- 
TOGRAPHY and elsewhere, 
and he writes: “Photog- 
raphy still is my big hobby, despite my 
professional standing. I like to write 
articles calculated to help amateur pho- 
tographers.” A native of Nova Scotia, 
Slack is a naturalized American citizen.

HEN photographing neon and 
other electric signs at night, in 
many cases it’s better to have your print 
give some idea of the sign’s size and loca-

tion. This is especially true if you have 
any idea of making the picture for the 
owner of the sign or the company which 
installed it. 

You can make a time exposure suf- 
ficiently long to register the background 
as well as the sign itself, but this is apt 
to produce a very poor effect. The sign 
will become so overexposed as to be 
scarcely printable by the time the back- 
ground has registered on the film. If you 
use a time exposure, open the shutter 
long enough to register the sign, close the 
shutter, then continue the exposure after 
the sign has been turned off. 

As illustrated in one of the accompany- 
ing photographs, a better way is to use 
synchronized flash, thereby securing some 
balance between sign and background. 
Plan to expose for the sign itself and the 
flash will take care of the background. 
In the case of the two accompanying illus- 
trations, the left-hand one was shot at 
1/100 second at f 8, on Superpan Press 
film. Data for the right-hand shot were 
the same, except that one No. 11A flash- 
bulb was synchronized with the shutter.

Borderless Enlargements 


OMETIMES you want to make an en- 

largement having no white border 
whatsoever, either because you want to 
take advantage of the full paper size or 
for some other reason. The simplest way 
I have found is as follows: Get some 
masking tape at any auto supply store. 
This tape is used for masking edges in 
painting automobiles and for various 
other purposes. Place a short strip of the 
tape sticky side up on the under side of 
two or three of the masking bands on 
your enlarging easel, allowing about half 
of the width to extend out into the print 
area. 

Place your paver with one corner ex- 
actly fitted into the corner formed by 
the masking bands of the easel, press it 
down firmly to make it adhere to the tape, 
and you're all set to print. The paper 
can be pulled off of the tape very easily, 
and the tape will retain its adhesive 
quality for a long time. It costs very lit- 
tle to replace, and is not so sticky as to 
cause any inconvenience.—Dr. Emmons

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Choosing an Enlarger Lens 

T’S often the custom nowadays to pur- 

chase an enlarger without lens, pro- 
curing the latter as a separate item. This 
raises the question of what characteristics 
the enlarging lens should possess. It goes 
without saying that it should be an an- 
astigmat which is at least as well cor- 
rected as the lens in your camera. Other- 
wise, the benefits of having a good lens 
for making the negative will be lost when 
it comes to making the print. 

Focal length is an important factor, 
also. A lens of somewhat greater focal 
length than the camera lens is preferred, 
as a general thing. One safe rule to fol- 
low is that the focal length of the en- 
larging lens should be equal to the diag- 
onal of the largest negative to be projected 
by it. Thus, if your negatives are of the 
214x3¥4” size, a 4” enlarging lens is just 
about right, and will be sure to cover 
adequately. 

Regarding maximum working aperture, 
it can safely be said that anything faster 
than f 4.5 is sheer luxury and anything 
greater than f 6.3 is merely a convenience. 
There are isolated instances, of course, 
where a rather big blowup is to be made 
from a very dense miniature negative, 
and a fast lens will facilitate focusing 
and cut printing time here. But at f 63 
you're more apt to get sufficient depth 
of field to overcome normal irregularities 
in focusing, warping of the paper or 
easel, etc. It is perhaps more important 
to have a lens of medium speed which 
can be stopped down in printing from 
overly thin negatives. This latter proce- 
dure affords you much greater control 
over exposure. 

To be sure, it’s easier to focus at f 4.5 
—but focusing at f 6.3 is relatively easy, 
and the difference in price between an 
f 4.5 and an f 6.3 lens of comparable qual- 
ity is worth considering.

darkroom, a truly economic photographer 
could wring the cotton out over a bottle 
and perhaps save a few drops of silver 
nitrate! 

So much for the state in which Carl 
Bornmann found the implements of pic- 
ture taking. He decided that if he were 
to design cameras he should know some- 
thing about the practical side of photog- 
raphy. So he apprenticed himself to a 
professional of high standing. This proved 
to be a good move, for right away he 
designed a much-needed piece of equip- 
ment. 

It happened this way. The man to 
whom he was apprenticed had an order 
to shoot a still-life commercial job. He 
and Carl] set up the items within the pic- 
ture area, inserted the plate in the cam- 
era (a dry plate, this time) uncapped the 
lens, and went across the street to play a 
couple of games of pool while the ex- 
posure was being made. This timing de- 
vice proved to be a favorite exposure 
guide—two games of pool were just right. 

But the capping and uncapping of the 
lens disturbed Bornmann. He thought 
something should be done about it; so he 
built a shutter to fit onto the front of the 
studio camera. This was one of the first 
shutters ever built for a camera in Amer- 
ica. 

The shutter was built entirely of wood, 
and acted on the guillotine principle, de- 
pending upon gravity for motor power. 
It was released by a button and puiled 
back up with a string. I asked Carl what 
prompted the idea of the guillotine prin- 
ciple. He said there were some things I 
didn’t need to know. 

But what good was a shutter which 
would permit a fast exposure unless you 
had sufficiently fast emulsion to use with 
it? And if there were to be fast expo- 
sures, why use a tripod? These problems 
concerned Carl for some time, but since 
he could do nothing about increasing the 
plate’s speed, he built a more efficient 
camera. 

It was a box camera, using a 4 x 5” 
plate, and it had a space for three double 
iry-plate holders. Bornmann designed a 
new type of shutter for this camera, con- 
sisting of a round disk held in place by 
‘ spring whose tension could be varied

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make the first negative with his new 
camera. Would it work? He had no ac- 
cumulated data from other inventors by 
which to determine possible results. 

When all the parts were finally fitted 
and assembled, Carl rushed down to the 
New Haven docks to try out his inven- 
tion. A passenger picnic boat was load- 
ing, affording a nice subject for the ven- 
ture. he aimed the lens, made the 
exposure, and whispered a prayer. Un- 
like many initial experiments since that 
time, this first snapshot was a success. 
Until recent years, the original print was 
preserved in testimony; but some enthu- 
siastic person borrowed it, and never re- 
turned it. 

The success of this first picture made 
without a tripod encouraged the Scovill 
and Adams Company to market Born- 
mann’s camera. Finished in antique oak 
or covered with leather, according to the 
customer’s pleasure, the first snapshot 
camera was introduced to the photo- 
graphic market in 1888. It was called a 
“Detective Camera,’ because it was 
thought that with it a picture could be 
made of a person without his knowing it. 

A few years later, the idea of a detec- 
tive camera influenced Carl to build an 
instrument which he called a “Book Cam- 
era,’ because it consisted of three imita- 
tion books that could be separated for 
focusing. The last of these cameras was 
lost a few years ago, when it was loaned 
for an exhibit and never returned. 

About 1899, Carl designed an improved 
camera which was called the “Ascot.” It 
was made in 4 x 5 and 5 x7 sizes. Like 
previous cameras, this instrument was 
built of mahogany and had a polished bed 
and front, which gave it a very expensive 
and impressive appearance. On one side 
there was a door into which the plate- 
holder was inserted. At the back there 
was another door for focusing purposes. 
A hand-made focusing scale was attached 
to the platform, being one of the first ever 
attached to a camera bed. To make the 
camera still more unusual, it was 
equipped with one of the first brilliant 
viewfinders. To give the camera sales 
appeal, it was constructed with a red 
leather bellows. 

In 1915, Bornmann designed and pat- 
ented a roll film camera, incorporating a 
device to prevent double exposures. He 
contrived a special automatic film trans- 
port, so arranged that after the shutter 
was released, the film would wind up to 
the next frame by spring action. 

Another patent was granted to Carl in 
1921 for an “Autographic Device” which 
permitted writing on the film for identi- 
fication purposes. This feature was ar- 
ranged at one end of the camera’s focal 
plane, with a %g”-wide recessed area in 
a slot. 

In this recessed area lay a strip of 
ground celluloid. Along one end of the 
bellows was a spring-actuated shutter to 
cover the spot in the focal plane reserved 
for identification data on the film. This 
shutter was operated by a knob on the 
side of the camera. After the picture was 
snapped, the picture taker could pull out 
the ground celluloid strip, write identifi- 
cation marks on it, replace it, and then 
expose it on the margin of the bottom of

using brands of paper made especially for 
that purpose. When making a copy neg- 
ative, place the yellow filter over the dif- 
fusing screen. The filter should be re- 
moved before making a positive. Lay a 
sheet of copy paper on the printer glass, 
emulsion side up, then place the material 
to be copied with its face against the 
emulsion. Latch the printer and expose 
through the back of the copy paper for 
5 to 10 seconds if the lights as suggested 
are used. Develop in a contrasty paper 
developer such as D-72 diluted 1-1. If 
the exposure is correct, the negative will 


appear dark when fully developed and | ac 


viewed by reflected light. Fix, wash, and 
dry like any singleweight paper, and 
make positive prints the same as from any 
negative. 

Reflex copies provide an inexpensive 
way to keep exact duplicate copies of val- 
uable papers, maps, deeds, wills, checks, 
letters, magazine and book pages, draw- 
ings, etc. 

To use the printer as a floodlight for 
portrait or commercial photography, re- 
move the head and replace the printing 
lights with floodlamps. An ordinary 75 
or 100-watt bulb in the pilot socket serves 
as a focusing light and conserves the 
floods, which are turned on with the tog- 
gle switch. 

The tracing cloth screen transmits a 
fine quality of blue-white light for re- 
touching negatives. For all but the dens- 
est negatives, the two printing lamps will 
be too bright and one should be loosened 
in the socket. To keep stray light from 
the eyes, put a sheet of black paper over 
the printer glass and cut a small hole at 
the most convenient place to work. 

When photographing small objects, it 
is often desirable to eliminate the back- 
ground. This can be done on the nega- 
tive with opaque, of course, but an easier 
way is to photograph the object on the 
printer glass against the lighted diffusion 
screen. Copying a picture is often a dif- 
ficult job if the original is not perfectly 
flat. Lay a print face down on the glass, 
lock the platen, and stand the head as- 
sembly on a table. Make the exposure 
with two lights at a 45° angle to the pic- 
ture and no reflections will show. 

Blueprinting is a simple and fascinating 
branch of photography. Use the printer 
head as a printing frame. Lay the blue- 
print paper over the negative just as in 
making a contact print. Expose in sun- 
light for a minute or so, depending on the 
negative and brand of paper, then de- 
velop in water. 

This printer has some advantages not 
found in amateur equipment for contact 
printing. It often is desirable to make 
contact prints from enlarged negatives, 
especially when retouching is necessary 
or a large number of prints are to be 
made. Make a positive by contact on 
commercial film, and then enlarge it to 
get a negative of the size wanted. If the 
negative is of uneven density, the light 
can be held back from any portion by 
placing a scrap of tissue paper on the dif-

ment and mimicry. The purpose of the 
first is to hide an object; that of the sec- 
ond is to make an object appear to be 
something else. 

Concealment is the most difficult to use 
successfully, and is applicable only to 
small units. It is almost impossible to 
hide a battleship, a tank, a plane, or a 
gun position in totality. It is hopeless to 
attempt to conceal an important factory 
building or a railroad yard, but it can be 
made to look like something else. 

Mimicry is being used widely in the 
present war. It is more costly than con- 
cealment, but it is applicable to large 
units which are extremely vulnerable to 
attack from the air. 

For instance, it is known that the Brit- 
ish have camouflaged antiaircraft guns 
by erecting over each gun what appears 
to be a small countryside cottage, com- 
plete even to the washing hung on an ad- 
jacent clothesline. The gun barrel pro- 
jects through the chimney. A few sec- 
onds before the gun is ready to fire, the 
whole structure is easily collapsed. When 
enemy bombing planes return to their 
bases, the roof is put up again and the 
guns lie in wait for other raiders. 

The Germans also use mimicry with 
considerable success, although aerial 
photographs have revealed some typical 
examples. An outstanding case is shown 
in two widely-published pictures with 
this article. They were taken by RAF 
flyers above Hamburg, Germany. 

The chief landmark for British bomb- 
ers had been the Binnen Alster area, the 
innermost of the two lakes lying in the 
heart of the seaport city. This body of 
water was camouflaged by means of huge 
floating rafts, arranged to resemble a 
built-up area, complete with street 
blocks, roads, and a canal. To a bomber 
pilot at night it looked like a part of the 
city instead of the lake. Even more in- 
genious was a replica of the Lombard- 
strasse bridge, erected 600 yards north 
of the original structure to draw bomb- 
ers away from it. The span is a link 
between the two main Hamburg mar- 
shalling yards, and was protected by 
this camouflage until RAF photographs 
showed what had been done. Extensive 
camouflage efforts like this are useless 
after aerial photographs reveal the at- 
tempted deception. 

Fake airdromes, with dummy planes 
made of rough wood drawn up before 
imitation hangars, have been used to mis- 
lead Nazi observers in the same manner. 

Concealment presents its own prob- 
lems for the camouflage artist, and is as 
vulnerable as mimicry to the close scru- 
tiny of the aerial camera. It is accom- 
plished by covering objectives with 
branches, earth, or turf, or by painting 
them to blend with the surrounding ter- 
rain. 

Probably concealment is most com- 
monly used for hiding activities of sol- 
diers and ground military operations. In 
Finland, during the Russian campaign, 
the Finns wore white uniforms and hel-

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mets and used white skis and guns 
painted white to make them invisible 
against the snow. In our own Army 
maneuvers various forms of this type of 
camouflage have been introduced. Tanks 
and big guns have been concealed by 
special netting used to cover them. This 
netting held large foliage in place and 
was sometimes combined with huge 
sheets of canvas having painted on it 
odd designs which conceal the form of 
the object. 

There is one thing, however, that plays 
an important part in camouflage and must 
not be overlooked—shadows. They cre- 
ate the most serious problems facing the 
camouflage artist. Despite all that can be 
done with nettings, painting, color de- 
sign, or any other means of concealment, 
the shadow of an object may make it 
easily recognizable for what it is when 
it is photographed by sidelighting. 

To combat this, new designs are built 
atop buildings to give their shadows some 





other shape. The same principles apply | 


to gun positions and other vital military 
objectives. The proper construction of an 
additional roof or a jagged upper-struc- 
ture may sometimes throw enemy bomb- 
ers entirely off their targets. Unless the 
actual shape of an object is changed, 
photographs taken by side lighting will 
reveal the hoax. 

Color photography is more valuable 
than black-and-white for piercing cam- 
ouflage. In addition to 
image for study at leisure, the color cam- 
era “sees” 
man eye. At low altitudes, objects on the 
ground can be photographed in their true 
colors, but as the altitude is increased, 
haze in the air tends to make the colors 
less effective. Used properly, filters can 
eliminate most of this on the new, highly- 
sensitive color films. 

Ground commanders, studying color 
transparencies, can see the objects on the 
ground in their true colors. Foliage 
which has been used to cover guns, 
planes, tanks, or other equipment is 
quickly revealed in the color picture. The 
sensitive film brings out the slightest 
changes that occur in the shades of green 
a few hours after foliage is cut. Trees 
whose leaves have been scorched by 
blasts of a concealed gun are outstanding 
in a color photo. Artificial backgrounds, 
painted to fool the aerial observer, are 
obviously fake in a color photograph,

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to more than double this altitude in the 
near future. 

Meanwhile, reconnaissance planes can 
work most effectively under cover of | 
darkness. At night there is comparatively | 
little danger from antiaircraft fire, and | 
ships can come and go almost at will. 
Today, night photographs are being made 
more than three miles above the ground, 
and it is possible to make good color pic- 
tures from high altitudes at night. For 
this purpose the Army has developed 
new, supersensitive films. It also has de- 
vised a simple color printing process 
about which little can be said except that 
it is cheaper and faster than the present 
commercial methods of color printing. 

In recent maneuvers a special labora- 
tory darkroom on wheels traveled with 
ground troops for the purpose of making 
color transparencies in the field. Gen- 
erals studied transparencies of opposing 
forces minutes after they had been taken 
from an airplane flying above the “lines.” 
Results have been reported as highly sat+ 
isfactory. 

Infrared photography has made it pos- 
sible to take pictures through haze with 
excellent results. By this method, a fleet 
of warships far at sea has been recorded 
by the lens of an aerial camera when it 
was completely hidden from the eyes of 
the photographer himself. Ships fifty 
miles away have been picked up by this 
method. It enables photographers to take 
pictures from altitudes so high that they 
see beyond the curve of the earth. Such 
shots are of value for coastal defense. 

Thus the camera, the airplane, and 
camouflage are playing their part in mod- 
ern warfare. The camera seems to be well 
ahead in the battle to defeat camouflage. 
It has become the far-seeing “eye” of the 
American forces.—® 


New Patent Makes Possible 


Rapid-Fire Flash Pictures 
ERMITTING the taking of flash pic- 
tures in rapid succession, a recently- 

patented device automatically feeds new 
bulbs into place as fast as they are 
flashed. The heat and gases generated 
by each bulb fired cause it to expand and 
to push aside a metal finger which ac- 
tuates a spring mechanism. The latter 





ejects the used bulb and inserts a new 
one for the next shot. 

The new unit consists of a casing which 
fastens to the side of the camera and is 
synchronized with the shutter. The bulbs 
are not of the conventional design but 
are flat, being made of transparent flex- 
ible plastic instead of glass. They are 
loaded one on top of another like bullets 
in a rifle, and their light is exposed 
through an opening in the casing. 

Aside from affording greater rapidity 
in the taking of flash pictures, the new 
device will prevent any possibility of 
burned fingers caused by handling heated 
bulbs. The plastic bulbs are still less 
likely to explode, also, it is said. The 
flash unit is the invention of Michael J. 
Neumann de Margitta, and the patent has 
been assigned to the Westinghouse Elec- 
tric and Manufacturing Co., East Pitts- 
burgh, Pa—Andrew M. Lavish, Wash- 
ington, D. C.

printed on doubleweight paper, or on 
singleweight stock if they will be 
mounted on larger cards. They can be 
in plain black-and-white, tinted, or toned 
by one of the various methods. A com- 
bination of these could be used, employ- 
ing the method best suited to each in- 
dividual view. Make the entire set for 
each calendar on the same paper finish. 

The size of the prints will be governed 
by the particular use to be made of the 
calendar, or the strain that your pocket- 
book will stand. For wall calendars, 
16x20, 11x14, or 8x10 prints will be best. 
For desk calendars, 5x7 or 4x5 will be 
suitable. If mounted, prints can be placed 
back to back, two to a card, as an econ- 
omy measure. This method is often used 
on the commercial issues. A heavy, flex- 
ible cloth with adhesive on one or both 
sides is available in most photo shops for 
backing single prints or for mounting 
two prints back to back. Mounting tissue 
is very satisfactory. 

Each picture can be given a suitable 
title, or if you are poetically inclined, a 
short verse of a seasonal character or ap- 
propriate to the view can be added. If 
the pictures are to be mounted, the verse 
and calendar pad can be placed on the 
card to form some pleasing and attractive 
pattern. If you are handy with pen or 
brush, border lines and little sketches 
such as silhouettes and outline drawings 
can be added to the cards. 

After assembling your prints. or 
mounts it is a comparatively simple mat- 
ter to punch two holes near the upper 
edge and insert a colored ribbon for 
hanging. Colored cords with tassels are 
available and are suitable for many types 
of calendars. A number of other methods 
of binding will probably come to your 
mind. The calendar pads can be obtained 
in variety and stationery stores at very 
low cost. 

What sort of pictures will you employ 
for your calendars? This will not be a 
very difficult problem, once you get to 
thinking about it. Your present picture 
file probably contains all the necessary 
prints. 

If you belong to a small club and wish 
to send gift calendars to your fellow 
members, the illustrations might well be 
pictures of the members, or their homes, 
or scenes of club activities. Any of your 
friends will appreciate photos of their pet 
dogs or cats, or action shots of themselves 
in their favorite sport or hobby. Twelve 
gorgeous nudes should make a bachelor 
friend rave. Grandma would be over- 
joyed to get pictures showing the children 
it play. Any of your relatives will enjoy 
cenes of you and your family picnicking, 
laying games, or in your home.

in order to make the figures stand out 
sufficiently. My main source of illumina- 
tion was provided by a small boom-light 
with a No. 2 flood bulb in it. The only 
other lights employed were a couple of 
No. 1 floods for fill-ins. We got a good 
negative with an exposure of 1/10 second 
at f 16. It would have been impossible 
to shoot at a wider aperture without jeop- 
ardizing the necessary depth of field. 

Whenever we go out “on location” we 
always depend largely on ordinary flood 
bulbs, both because they’re easy to haul 
around and because they aren’t apt to 
overload circuits. 
studio even more than we do if only they 
had a longer life. In studio work we have 
to leave our lights burning for compara- 
tively long periods at a stretch, and this 
has its disadvantages where flood bulbs 
are concerned. On outside assignments 
we employ the floods in simple Victor 
reflectors, because these are not wasteful 
with the light and you can put a lot of 
them in a case when you have to lug 
them around the country. 
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We’d use them in the 


A few floods now will do the work that 


required many powerful lights a few 
years ago. For example, to get the ef- 
fect of people sitting close to a lighted 
table lamp it used to be necessary to 
train hidden spotlights on them from the 
general direction of the lamp and then 
work hard on the negative to eliminate 


the halation around the lamp image. To | 


get the same effect recently we simply 
put a No. 1 flood in the lamp, pasted a 
length of dark paper inside the half of the 
shade toward the camera to keep the 
lamp from blocking up in the negative 
or fogging it generally, used another No. 1 
as a fill-in, posed our models, and snapped 
the picture. A perfect exposure resulted. 


Another good use for flood bulbs is in | 
taking pictures of people in their homes. | 


With a few bulbs in simple reflectors we 
can get photographs of brides which com- 
pare favorably with what the best studio 
lighting could produce awhile back. 

One comparatively new lamp which 
has forced some old-timers to move over 
is the 3,200° Kelvin (or plain “K,” in 
studio parlance). This light retains its 
color temperature throughout most of its 
life, which means that it possesses a more 
uniform light quality and volume than 
most incandescent sources. It also seems 
brighter than ordinary bulbs of compar- 
able wattage. Thanks to this uniformity, 
it’s useful for black-and-white as well 
as for the color work for which it was 
leveloped originally. 

Flashbulbs combine nicely with fast 
ilm, although we’ve come to confine their 
ise primarily to high-speed shots and 
utdoor night work. I recently photo- 
raphed a pair of jitterbugs in the midst 
f their contortions by synchronizing a 
lashbulb with a focal plane shutter at 

825 second. It stopped the violent ac-

whenever we need to. 

Although the size of the lights we use 
is smaller now, the same number of in- 
dividual units must be used to obtain a 
given effect. Lighting is largely a ques- 
tion of placing your sources so that the 
subject is properly illuminated, regard- 
less of the intensity of the lights used. 
Lens apertures and shutter speeds govern 
the brilliance of the total illumination 
reaching the film. If five high-powered 
lights once were required to achieve the 
desired modeling of a subject, it will still 
require five lights even though they’re 
not as bright. Regardless of film speed, 
lights should be placed and aimed so 
that they'll do the most good. The ad- 
vantage of fast film in a setup like this 
s that it permits us to use lights which 
are less intense and less costly. 

Today’s lights have another effect on 
light placement. At one time, when near- 
ly all of our lights were big ones, it was 


F | necessary to forego using some because 
densing light system assures brilliant 4 


they took up too much space to fit into 
the picture setup. With the smaller lights 
now available, a large number of them 
can be used, making the modeling more 
exactly what the photographer desires. 

Exposures and lighting will need to be 
adjusted all over again when coated 
lenses become more popular. The public- 
ity given the coated lenses used in film- 
ing “Citizen Kane” has attracted the at- 
tention of photographers all over the 
country. The coating cuts down halation 
and increases the speed of the lens ma- 
terially. As yet comparatively few coated 
lenses are in use, and the cost of coat- 
ing a lens is still high; but it won’t be 
very long before most of us can afford 
that luxury. Then we can use still less 
powerful lights. 

But it’s the faster films which are the 
big factor right now. Several manufac- 


turers are offering both ortho and pan. 


emulsions having a daylight speed rating 
of 100 Weston, and the extent to which 
such films enable us to stop down means 
sharper pictures. The full content of the 
average studio picture must be sharp, 
hence stopping down is essential. There 
may be four, five, or six models in a 
scene, and all must be in sharp focus. A 
few years ago we'd have shot two dozen 
exposures and got six or seven fairly good 
ones. Now we shoot six or seven and 
almost all of them are fairly good. 

At one time we thought f 11 and f 16 
were dangerously small stops, because 
they called for exposures of from one to 
three seconds. Now we worry when we 
have to shoot as slow as 1/5 second. A 
typical indoor studio exposure today is 


| around 1/25 second at f 16.

Quicker exposures, smaller apertures, 
increased depth and sharpness, and lights 
which are less intense and more flexible 
to use—we owe it all to fast film. Now 
that we’ve become acquainted with it and 
adjusted our photographic techniques to 
suit its characteristics, the studio routine 
is more enjoyable and capable of produc- 
ing better work. When you look at an 
especially fine commercial photograph 
today, don’t underestimate the ability of 
the man who took the picture—but don’t 
forget to credit faster film, either.—pe

and shadow. Use an accurate photoelec- 
tric meter, or compute the difference by 
the inverse-square law. 

This inverse-square law is not difficult 
to use, and simply states that the dis- 
tance of the shadow light (DSL) equals 
the square root of the distance of the 
modeling light (DSM) times the factor of 
difference involved. Example: You want 
to illuminate the shadows 1 the intensity 
of the highlights. Your main, or model- 
ing, light is placed 3 feet from the sub- 
ject; how far away should the pickup or 
shadow light be placed? 
square it—that gives you 9. Multiply 9 
by the factor involved (where the in- 
tensity is to be %4, the factor is 4) and 
you get 36. The square root of 36 is 
exactly 6, so your shadow light should be 
6 feet from the subject when your main 
light is 3 feet distant and you want ™%4 
the intensity in your shadows. 

The background, which should be sev- 
eral feet behind the subject, is illumi- 
nated by two floods. These should be 
equidistant from the subject, one to each 
side, and each should have its spot di- 
rected toward the center of the back- 
ground right behind the subject. This 
method of placement will produce even 
lighting with a mild gradation weakening 
slightly toward the edges of the picture. 
This dispenses with any later need for 
dodging in edges or corners to unify the 
composition. The intensity of illumina- 
tion on the background should be from 
50 to 100 percent greater than the light 
on the subject’s face. Here again, don’t 
guess—use a meter. Lack of attention to 
this variation in light intensity will result 
in an apparent lowering of key when the 
whites of the subject are printed thor- 
oughly. 

Preparation for your high-key shot now 
is complete, as far as costume, makeup, 
and lighting can make it so. But to get 
true high-key results in your print you 
need a negative which has a short scale 
and a soft gradation. The conditions you 
have set up for the exposure will help 
a lot toward getting this—but a great 
deal more can be accomplished by means 
of the exposure and development of the 
negative itself. 

It is well known that low contrast re- 
sults from short development time, so 
your exposure must be made to corre- 
spond with such underdevelopment. Gen- 
erally, an exposure from 4 to 8 times 
normal is indicated in high-key work. 
Some variation is possible, to suit indivi- 
dual tastes with reference to negative 
density. And while it may sound like a 
radically unsafe procedure, I have pro- 
duced very acceptable high-key prints 
from negatives which were exposed as 
much as 64 times normal and developed 
accordingly. 

The reasoning back of all this is that the 
entire aim at each step in the game is to 
shorten negative scale so as to take full 
advantage of paper scale.

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of paper is observed by reflected light 
and that of film by transmitted light. It 
is therefore sound practice in high-key 
work to produce a short-scale negative 
which can be recorded completely in the 
print. 

Just about any fully panchromatic film 
is suitable for high-key portraiture. Agi- 
tation during development should be con- 
stant and reasonably vigorous. It is good 
procedure to fill the tank and then im- 
merse the loaded reel in it in the dark- 
room. This is because any unevenness 
in saturation of the film is especially apt 
to be noticeable in a high-key negative. 
The silver deposit is broadly spread over 
the entire negative, and any streaks or 
spots are apt to be disastrous. 

You'll have to experiment somewhat 
with developing times, depending upon 
the degree of overexposure, the kind of 
developer and film used, and the sort of 
negative you like to work with. One test 
shot of a high-key setup should tell you 
a good deal about just what sort of ex- 
posure and development to give the type 
of film you’re using. 

When it comes to making the print, 
you ll find that projection exposure runs 
about the same as for a good long-scale 
negative of normal density. The use of 
dead matte papers (such as Eastman Por- 
trait Proofing Matte, Kodabromide white 
suede, or Velour Black I) and the follow- 
ing formula will render the subject in 
cool, bright tones of extreme delicacy: 


For High-Key Prints in Cold Tone 


Cold water 350 cc 
Sodium sulfite 30 grams 
Potassium bromide ............ | gram 
Bdwal OriMMarie . .... 0. cccecsces ¥% gram 
On ee Peer earner 6'/. grams 
Water to make reine 1,000 cc 


This solution should be made fresh each 
time. It will keep in a tray for about 5 
hours, and does not stain like most amidol 
developers. The Orthazite is a restrainer 
which has been found to work well in 
this combination. 

If you don’t have the facilities to mix 
a formula like that given above, you can 
still get very acceptable results with most 
of the standard print developers, diluted 
as for ordinary enlarging. Try to expose 
your prints somewhat on the short side, 
so they can be carried gradually to a com- 
plete long-scale development. In this 
way youll get the utmost out of the 
negative. 

While most of the emphasis in this ar- 
ticle seems to have been placed on por- 
traiture, high-key photography is well- 
adapted to still-life objects and such ani- 
mate creatures as white cats and dogs. 
It’s debatable whether more work and 
skill is needed to handle such subjects 
(which require no makeup) or human 
models. Unquestionably, a high-key shot 
of something like an array of glassware 
or a white dish full of eggs calls for care 
in lighting and composition, and you may 
prefer this sort of thing to portraits. 

Basically, the technique is the same, 
regardless of what type of subject you 
want to render in high key. Avoid all 
except subtle contrasts, take full advan- 
tage of the recommended short scale of 
gradation, and work for the best pos- 
sible print. When you've finished a 
couple of these oictures, you'll be well on 


your way in high-key photography.—®

Keeping Clouds on File 
FILE of cloud negatives is a mighty 
handy thing to have. You often run 

into fine picture settings that have every- 
thing—except clouds. If you have a good 
assortment of cloud negatives at hand, 
you can go ahead and make the picture, 
knowing that you can print in the clouds 
from another negative in your darkroom. 

There are a few factors that must be 
considered when you select clouds for 
printing in, if the resulting picture is to 
be a convincing one. Not many photog- 
raphers realize that cloud forms differ 
from month to month. When it comes to 
printing clouds into their pictures, they 
frequently inject a false note by selecting 
the wrong type of cloud. 

Build yourself a file of cloud negatives 
by all means, but be careful how you use 
them. Choose only those that fit in with 
the pictures you are making, and be sure 
that the lighting on the clouds is from 
the same direction as the lighting on the 
foreground of the scene. 

An ideal setup is to keep a file of 
cloud negatives covering every month of 
the year. Each should be marked accord- 
ing to the hour of day, place, type of 
light, and type of cloud. With this in- 
formation at hand, you can easily select 
the clouds that will fit in best with your 
foreground setting—Robert W. Brown, 
New York City.

Dries Glass Plates Efficiently 

|e pone the glass plates of negative 

holders or printing frames is one of 
the petty annoyances of photography. If 
he glass is allowed to dry naturally there 
s the danger of water spots; if it is 
polished with a cloth it may become 
ratched or pick up sufficient lint or dust 
mar an otherwise perfect enlargement. 
An easy way to dry glass plates after 
they have been. washed is to use a wind- 
shield wiper blade. Simply hold the plate 
in one hand and with the other scrape 
otf the excess moisture in the same man- 
ner that a window washer dries windows 
w:th a rubber blade. The glass is dry in 
a minute or so and there is no danger of 
lit or water spots.—Duane Featherston- 
hough, Schenectady, N. Y.
